— This energetic 
officer, who was the first to evince his 
gallantry in behalf of bis country by rais- 
ing the first company for the Louisville 
Legion, by pitching the first tent at Camp 
Joe Holt, by responding instantly to the 
call to arms when Buckner was about to 
invade Louisville, who was one of the 
heroes on the bloody field of Shiloh, and 
who was Ihe one of the first to see the 
rebel fortifications at Corinth, has author- 
ity from Gen. Finnell to raise a battalion 
of mounted infantrv. This battalion is lo 
be connected with the Sixteenth Mounted 
infantry, and to be made useful in expell- 
ing the guerrilla bands from our State. 

After the evacuation of Corinth, Col. 
Vansant resigned his commission as Cap- 
tain in the Louisville Legion, with a view 
to assist in raising a new regiment; and he 
has now commenced the work. His energy 
as an officer, his skill as a strategist, his 
experience in the field, and his undoubted 
valor, all conspire to render his proposed 
command one of the most desirable in the 
service. Let his hattqJ^^be immediately 
filled. 

Killing or Gabriel Yester- 

day afternoon, about half-pastftkree o clock, 
Mr. Gabriel Munday (a broker of Col. 
Monday), who was the wagon-master of 
Col. Monday s Kentucky cavalry regiment, 
was shot and killed by officer Jesse Ham- 
mon, on Main street above Campbell street. 
We forbear giving the circumstances until 
an investigation of the unfortunate affair 
takes place. A great deal of excitement 
prevailed among the soldiers, and it was 
impossible to get a true statement of the 
affair. Mr. Munday was about forty-eight 
years of age, and leaves a family, with a 
host of friends to mourn his loss. Officer 
Hamtnon immediately delivered himself 
up, and was pl&cod in jail under a heavy 
guard. 

The Storm — At 2 o’clock yesterdy even- 
ing, a shower came up which soon changed 
to a storm of rain, hail and wind, and of 
great violence. In the course of half an 
hour more rain fell than # e have ever 
known in that time.

The committee appointed by the State 
Bureau of the Seventh Annual State Fair of 
Tennessee, to examine and mark award for 
the best Family Sewipg Machine, find on 
exhibition the following named machines in 
competition: The I. M. Singer, Wheeler & 
Wilton, A. B. Howe, and the Grover & Ba- 
ker. 

The first three named, although differing 
in construction and capacity, still, so far 
as the stich is concerned, all arrive at the 
same point — making what is called and 
known as the shuttle stitch , each using a 
shuttle or shuttle and bobbin, on to which 
all the lower thread, or thread used under- 
ueath, is required to be respooled. The 
Shuttle Machine may be used upou some 
classes of family sewing with a degree of 
satisfaction; but we conceive from theircon- 
struction, operation and stitch, .their prin- 
cipal adaptation is to the purposes of manu- 
facturers.

Our Forces Ready for any Move- 
ment of the Enemy. 

Little authentic information is known 
here outside of the War Department (if 
within its purleus) of the movements of the 
rebels in Maryland, that is, in addition 
to what was published in Baltimore this 
morning, all important portions of which 
will be found in our columns. 

We may add to that information, that the 
latest and most reliable intelligence from 
ihe south side of the Potomac, represents 
that no considerable body of rebels have 
boon in the viciniiy of Leesburg since (he 
passage through that quarter, ot Longstreet 
and his command (estimated at 3U,0UO), 
w hich proceeded in the direction of No- 
land's and Edward’s Ferry and the Point 
of Rocks. This is, doubtless, the force that 
lias crossed into Maryland, below Harper s 
Perry. A person who has reached here 
fiom the vicinity of the Point of Rocks 
says, that yesterday a large division crossed 
the river at the Point of Rocks, which we 
take to be a portion of the force referred to 
above. 

Vigilent inquiry has satisfied us that 
nothing whatever is known of the presence 
of uny rebel infantry on the other side of 
Washington, this side of the Bull Hun 
mountains. We presume that the military 
authorities left by General McClellan ou 
the other side, have or will promptly taka 
occasion to verify this fact, which, if veri- 
fied, must prove of great importance in 
regulating the future movements of our 
army. 

It is alleged that the rebel pickets in 
Maryland extend on the north some four- 
teen miles out from Frederick, in the di- 
rection of Hagerstown. This, if true, 
strengthens the impression that the rebel 
column (probably under Jackson) that was 
believed to have fled back through Thor- 
oughfare Gap almost immediately after the 
battle of Saturday last, have crossed or is 
crossing the river above Harper s Ferry, 
w ith the purpose of assailing that point 
first, or of pushing directly on into Penn- 
sylvania; leaving Longstreet to amuse our 
army below, to prevent them from be i n ^ 
followed until they may have time to do as 
much mischief in that State as they can 
safely, ere beating a hasty retreat back in- 
to Virginia. 

The fact that Longstreet is said to be hur- 
rying over the river such plunder — horses, 
cattle, stores, t &c. — as he can clutch, favors 
the impression that he means to follow in 
that direction as soon as McClellan may 
press him.

Cincinnati Items. 

[From the Cincinnati Commercial, Sept. 11.) 

PICKET 8KIEMISHING. 

The rebels were yesterday feeling our po- 
sition on the Kentucky hills, and there was 
some skirmishing among the pickets, two 
or three on our side being slightly wound- 
ed. 

THE ENEMY. 

The information received of the move- 
ments of the enemy is, that they are in 
three divisions, two of them threatening a 
direct attack upon our lines, aud the third 
apparently seeking lo croos the river be- 
low. 

A 8AECIAL DISPATCH 

from Columbus warns us that we must pre- 
pare for “a perfert avalanche of volun- 
teers here to-day. The whole State is iu 
commotion at the news of the advance cf 
the enemy upon this city, and thousands of 
brave men, each with gun and blanket, 
will be here this morning on special trains. 
We are glad they are coming. Their ob 
ject is to fight, and that which is needed 
after they come, is that they should be 
shown whereto fight. There is one other 
ihiug required — an enormous quantity of 
cooked provisions. Will the house keepers 
lake particular notice ? 

THE “SQUIRREL HUNTERS.” 

We learn that the “squirrel hunters — that 
is to say the multitudes from the country 
armed with their own rifles and shot-guns 
—were yesterduy notified far and near, 
that their services were required in the de- 
fense of this city. We can say to them 
that, in our judgment, there is no false 
alarm here, but that, the danger is real and 
immediate. They should take care to come 
in good condition, and at once. Our citi- 
zens will exert themselves to make them 
comfortable during their stay. 

THE DISPOSITION 

made of the troops over the river, yester- 
day, we are assured on competent author- 
ity, was exoellent. The army is now in 
good shape. , Generals Reynolds. Morris, 
and Love, are commanding divisions, and 
their presence is invaluable, giving con- 
fidence to the troops. General W right was 
in his saddle all day overlooking opera- 
tions. He is copfident of his ability to 
whip Kirby Smith handsomely, if an at- 
tack is made. 

THE SITUATION. 

The conviction was yesterday forced upon 
our military authorities that ^hc rebels were 
massing their forces witbip ten miles ot 
the city, with the purpose of attacking it. 

It is believed that they have a force of per- 
haps fifteen thousand. The wild rumors 
flying, that they have forty or fifty thou- 
sand men, are absurd. Such stories are 
always in circulation at such times. We 
have a very considerable army over tbe 
river, with heavy artillery, and other- 
wise well provided. There are some 
officers with us who have not the 
confidence of the public, but we have 
many who are well known to be reliable. 
We have the commander of the Depratment, 
General W right, the dashing soldier, General 
Lew Wallace, and Generals Reynolds, Mor- 
ris and Lore, of Indiana, all of established 
military reputation. We way, therefore, 
firmly hold the opinion that if there is an 
engagement, the men will lye handled in good 
style. It is true that most of our troops are 
raw — that is to say, they have not seen ser- 
vice. But they are fighting men. Better 
men never filled the ranks of an army than 
those who are defending our lines. Our raw 
regiments fought well at Richmond, Ken- 
tucky. Seven regiments withstood the 
shock of three times their number for 
many hours. The testimony of our ene- 
mies is that they made a good fight. 11 
they had had the advantages of the ground 
and of rifle-pits, and of siege-guns in posi- 
tion as our men have over the river, the 
enemy never would have possessed the rich 
Country of Central Kentucky. We have 
now a force numerically superior to that ot 
the enemy, in position on ground carefully 
selected, and which we have been fortify- 
ing for ten days. The presumption, there- 
fore, is, that we may calculate that the 
chances of success, if the enemy advances 
upon our lines, are decidedly in oqr favor. 

From Cairo.

Cairo, September 10. 

The Captain of the steamer McDowell 
was released from custody to-day, the 
charges upon which his arrest was made 
being declared groundless. 

THIRD DISPATCH. 

Cairo, September \0. 

The following dispatch has just beeu re- 
ceived from Paducah : Tbe telegraph line 
is open again, the cable across tbe Ohio 
haviug brokeu. At Clarksville our forces 
fired ou the rebels and they ran ofl' leaving 
a quantity of stores. Our forces took some 
horses, arms, one hundred boxes of hard 
bread, and a few straggling prisoners. 
The enemy burned 200 boxes of crackers 
and 1,000 bales of hay, and then aban- 
doned the place. Col. Lowe and Col. Ran- 
som, with their fprees, returned to Fort 
Do nelson last night. Fort Henry, Smith- 
land, and Paducah are all right. 

The water in Cumberland aud Tennes- 
see rivers is very low. 

Capt. Woolfolk, late Quartermaster at 
Columbus, to-day relieved Capt. Cannon 
as Quartermaster of this District. 

FOURTH DISPATCH. 

Cairo, September 10. 

The Grenada Appeal of the 6th contains 
the following dispatch from Richmond: 

Richmond, September 4. — The Richmond 
Enquirer says passengers by the Central 
train report the engagement on Saturday as 
one of the most severely contested of the 
war, and defeat and rout of the enemy sur- 
passing that of July 21, 1801. General 
Taliaferro, slightly wounded, has reached 
Richmond. Gens. Ewell and Trimwall were 
severely wounded; the former had his leg 
amputated. Pope and McDowell are re- 
ported mortally wounded, and Sigel killed. 
It is also reported that 9,000 prisoners were 
taken and released on parole. Gentlemen 
from Washington say the Long Bridge over 
the Potomac, has beeu blown up, and prep- 
arations are making to evacuate the city. 
Participants in the battle inform the Enquirer 
that after severe cannonading Saturday 
morniug, the battle commenced in earnest 
about 3 p. m. The enemy at first contended 
steadily for every inch of ground, but were 
finally repulsed, flying in confusion. Sev- 
eral of their regiments were almost anni- 
hilated. The slaughter was immense. The 
field, for three miles, was covered with 
dead and wounded. The fight commenced 
on the Warrenton turnpike, and gradually 
became generel — our troops with an emo- 
tion and obstinacy. The division under 
command of Brigadier-General Kemper 
captured three batteries of thirty pieces, 
numerous stands of colon, and a thousand 
prisoners. Casualties among officers greater 
in wounded than killed. A friend just in 
says that the Yankee army, pursued by 
ours, was flying towards Washington. 

A portion of the Sixth Illinois cavalry, 
tinder Col. Grierson, met Confederates 
sixteen miles from Holly Springs, near 
Coldwater, on Friday, and had an engage- 
ment, in which we lost a Lieutenant. On 
Sunday morning the same force got into 
another fight with the Confederates, lasting 
several hoars, in which the enemy were 
repulsed and driven a er sse the stream. 1 
The Union forces eaptured eighty prisoners, 
a large number of hones, negroes, Ac. 
The Confederates were seen to carry »way 
a number of dead while the fight was is

Matters at Cincinnati. 

Throughout the day the city was rife with 
rumors proceeding from the prolific soil op- 
posite, upon which one of the most stirring 
dramas ever witnessed in this locality is 
being enacted. During the afternoon we 
’visited the headquarters of General Wal- 
lace, and there learned the true state of af- 
fairs. The General and his staff were deeply 
engaged in their momentous military duties, 
while the “olick, click, ’ of the telegraph 
communicating with the trenches, convey- 
ed intelligence of the movements of the 
enemy. 

The presence and approach of that enemy 

was no longer & rumor, it was a fixed fact; 
and it was moreover whispered that skir- 
mishing had commenced, with casualties 
upon both sides. Later in the afternoon the 
enemy was said to have advanced within two 
miles of Fort Mitchell, deploying to the 
right; and there were some individuals 
whose acoustic sense was so acute, that 
they insisted, at a distance of five miles, | 
hearing the crack of rifles. Horsemen 
arrived and departed every minute, and he 
who thirsted for excitement must, in that 
animated scene, have quaffed an overflow- I 
ing cup. 

All this time civilians from Cincinnati, I 
in carriages, on horseback, and on foot, } 
arrived and departed, hearing back the 1 
news, with whatever exaggeration the pro- f 
lific mind might choose to eolor the reality. 
But there was enough stern and sober re- [ 
ality to satisfy any one of moderate excita- [ 
bility, for the impression, military and 
otherwise, was, that a battle was impending 
for the morrow. This was the state of af- 
fairs at dusk last evening, and up to a late I 
hour nothing new had transpired. — CWiis- 
nati Enquirer, 1 1 th.

VII. All drinkiug saloons, bars of hotels 
and all dbier places where spirits are sold 
at retail, will be immediately closed on pub- 
lication of this order, and not opened uutil 
further orders.
